The middle-aged man who sees no point in taking daily 
exercise, not even to the extent of an occasional golf game, 
but prefers to spend his leisure time in an easy chair, will de­ 
rive satisfaction from the results of an interesting experiment 
conducted by the University of Minnesota and intended pri­ 
marily to garner information on heart disease. 


More than 300 men volunteered as guinea pigs for the 
experiment. They included fats and leans— all middle-aged 
business and professional men. 


Put through all sorts of physical activities, even to run­ 
ning on a treadmill, they 
tests, including blood pressure, pulse rate and heart action. 
The big. strong, athletic type was found to be in no better 
physical condition than those whose only exercise consisted in 
walking to their automobiles.

Wilson Speaks Again 


( By HOLMES ALEXANDER)___________ ' 


W A SH IN G T O N , D. C., May 8 — Now it remains to be seen w hither 
Charles E. (“ Mr. Mobilization” ! Wilson can get away with speaking 
roughly to Europeans any better than he got away with speaking 


roughly to American Labor leaders. 
Wilson, recently in Paris lor a talk with Gen. Eisenhower, used 
a press conference to hope aloud that our overseas partners in the 
Atlantic Pact would put a little pep and maybe a little sacrifice into 
their share of the rearmament program. Two months ago he said sub­ 
stantially the same thing to home-front Labor bosses and got his ears 
pinned back by the White House That was when the Labor representa­ 
tives on the Wage Stabilization Board decided to take a walk rather 
than abide by the majority rule of the board. The walkout lasted until 
last week when the Laborites came back to a new board, on their own 
terms 
Big Outspoken Fellow 
Wilson is a big, outspoken iellow who knows the score and calls 
it just about as he sees it. But no presidential appointee can speak 
his mind and make it stick unless he gets presidential backing. Con­ 
spicuously, Mr. Mobilization did not get that backing in his fracas 
with the United Labor Policy Committee At a time when the Wage 
Board was paralyzed by absenteeism, Wilson called a press conference 
in Mr. Truman’s own conference room 
Something like 200 of us 
reporters turned up that day. At least one of us was expecting to see 
Wilson thrown his considerable weight around. But he didn’t do so. 
There was more hemming, hawing and no-commenting that rainy morn­ 
ing than I ever neard 
Finally, Mr. Mobilization said he had a progress report which 
would scare the daylights out of "our principal enemy.” Yes. but the 
reporters insisted on asking what he was going to do about the Labor 
revolt. Well, said Mr. Mobilization, the President had appointed an­ 
other of those big fix-it groups, this one flourishing under the cumber­ 
some title of the National Advisory Board on Mobilization Policy. 
Nothing much happened for a couple of weeks, and then came the 
quiet beheading of Gen. Lucius D. Clay. Wilson's assistant. Into Clay's 
place recently went George M. Harrison, one of the Labor sitdown 
strikers It can’t be said .hat WilRon got much White House hacking 
on that deal 
Fun To See What Happens 
So it’s going to be fun to see what happens in the matter of 
Wilson's pep talk to the Europeans. He said in Paris that their 
rearmament effort could only be compared to "the early stages' 
of 
the American effort Thai is a fairly polite way of saving that our 
Atlanitc Pact partners are about 11 months behind us. despite the fact 
that they are the ones in immediate danger of invasion and destruction. 
W hat’s needed to hack up Wilson’s statement is some firm action, 
from the White House. When we speak of Mr. Truman’s leadership, 
or lack of it. we generally forget to include international leadership, 
both economic and military. 
This phase of postwar atl'airs is a long story which dates clear 
back lo the days of UN RRA. It was then we made the lamentable 
beginning of the give-away and get-nothing policy By supplying most 
of the money, taking little of the credit and still less of the responsi­ 
bility. we laid the groundwork for the sort of leadership which simply 
does not lead 
Mutual Aid Program? 
The Marshall Plan, which followed UNRRA. was advertised as a 
mutual aid program, but we have not fared very well in exchange. 
Then came the Atlantic Pact which Secretary Acheson assured us 
would inspire the allies to self-defense and make unnecessary the dis­ 
patch of American garrisons to Europe The Pact was later imple­ 
mented by the M ilitary Assistance Plan, and within a year cam# 
the Korean police action with its token contributions by the UN mem­ 
bers whom we had been feeding, training, arming and protecting ever 
since the end of World W ar II. 
The abiding wonder is that it had to be Wilson, rather than th# 
President or Acheson who finally got around to giving Europeans that 
pep talk. But it's high time somebody gave it. More blessed as it may 
be to give than to receive, there’s a limit somewhere. Such fair 
phrases as "collective security” have had a hollow ring for nearly six 
years now. Mr. Truman, the Harry Hotspur of last June 25th. was 
quick enough in appointing Gen. MacArthur the UN supreme com­ 
mander. But he has been Mr. Milquetoast in the matter of demanding 
— and that’s the word for it— UN soldiers to fight in Korea. Later 
he boldly appointed Gen. Eisenhower as supreme allied commander 
in Europe But we still haven't heard the President blow the bugle 
for Europeans to fill up the ranks of the Eisenhower army. We are 
still suffering from the soil of leadership which doesn’t lead. 
And now comes Wilson with his call for European effort in the 
rearmament program. Does this signify a stronger policy? Is Wilson 
speaking for himself only? W ill he get presidential backing? We need 
to hear some answers, if any

THE MONITOR FOUND 


Chances are that a famous name may be put to one of the 
long-sunken hulks off the Atlantic Coast. The Sixth Naval Dis­ 
trict headquarters at Charleston. S.C., must have some bright 
fellow going through the files of recent years. Anyhow the 
word from there is that a routine anti-submarine patrol, exer­ 
cising off Cape Hatteras in 1947. found and identified the 
wreck of the USS Monitor. 
The “ first successful ironclad vessel“ sank in a gale while 
being towed down the coast after punishing the Confederate 
ironclad Merrimae in Hampton Roads in March 1862. A pretty 
good-sized ship was the Monitor. 171 feet long ami 41 feet on 
the beam. But the heavy, flat hull almost awash, with its small 
round connnig-tower, made her unseaworthy in a blow. The 
“ cheesebox on a raft' had much the look of a modern sub­ 
marine. Like a sub she could and did go down. But she 
couldn’t come up. 
A navy salvage officer, now retired, has said it is possible 
to raise the Monitor from the 120-foot depth But even if that 
were practical in the unruly Hatteras waters we don’t know 
that the wreck ought to be disturbed. It's too deep to be a 
hazard to anything that floats. It found an honorable grave 
after demonstrating the new techniques in warfare can and 
must fit into the American tradition of seamanship and 
courage.

Ellwood City, Pa 
It is customary practice in the 
metal working industry to cold- 
reduee tubular sections in order to 
obtain improved physical proper­ 
ties. 
accurate

smooth surfaces. In this manner, 
the wall thicknes and diameter 
of the tube are decreased; and 
subsequent machining operations 
are partially or completely elim­ 
inated. 
Generally speaking, this reduc­ 
ing job has been pet formed by 
pulling the cold tube through a 
hole in the die. thus decreasing 
the outside diameter while a man­ 
drel inside the tube controls the 
interior diameter. However, this j 
method necessitates the pointing 
of one end of the tube in order > 
to pass it through the die so that 
it can be grasped by the drawing 
tongs; and this pointed 
portion j 
must later be removed an discard-; 
ed as scrap. Obviously, this pro­ 
cedure adds considerably to the 
cost of the product, particularly 
when made of an alley or of short 
pieces. 
To overcome this limitation. Mr. j 
Offutt has devised a novel ap- j 
paratus whereby the tube section, 
to be reduced, is pushed through 
the die. In other words, he pro­ 
vides a reciprocable mandrel that 
is directed through, and defines 
the interior diameter of the work­ 
piece. Included is a hydraulic ram 
mechanism that forces the work­ 
piece through the die; and pro­ 
vision is also made for an electric 
coil that quickly heats the finished
